The Finances Not Handled in a3 Manner
to Suit the Taxpayers.

Taxnarers of West Bellevue borough met
in Block's Hall a1 that plsce last nigh* to
dimeuss the tollowing gnestions:

Judiciously and to the best intercsts of the
borouglh for the last two years?

Second—Hax illegnl  investments Dbeen
made, and bss public money been sqasn-
dered cither illegally or ignorantiy?

Every taxpaver in the borough was in-
vited to attend and the hall was fairly
erowded. Dr. Rell presided, George W,
Bottridge acted as Secrsiary.  On assuming
the chair, Dr. Bell read the call for the
mesting snd explained its purpose. He
paid that within the last 18 months the
borourh Council had ¢reated a bonded in-
debtedness of S18.000 and had raised " out
#2000 by taxation. All that mor Jhe
mnid, had been spent, and the mwembors of
Couneii, e understond, were arrancing to
ixsue honds to the amount of 810,000, to be
used for street improvements in the spring.

Don't Want Any Bond Iesne There,

He lameuted the reckless expenditure of
the moner already raised and protested
eeninst the issuing of any additional bonds
He believed that much of the money spent
had been both ignorantly and illegally
squandered. The monev, in his opinion,
had not been spent judiciously, and for the
best interestsof the borough. He considered
it the duty of the taxpavers to offer sngees.
tions for the improvement of municapal
sffairs and the proper expenditure of public
'I'I'Iﬂl')l"\’.
